Concerning Poſtures, and hanaling of Armes. 


SA He firſt Rudments of education, wherewithall to enter young Sowldiers, which 
8 deſire to be inſtructed in that part of the Ar: Milirary, which concerneth the 
Fes Infantry, (or Foot-Souldiers ) ought to be the well-mannaging and handling 
aaa ff hcir Armes ; which may cafily be attained by frequent Praice, and the 
Souldiers thereby be brought to uſe them with eaſe, ſafety, and delight : where to the 
F contrary (Without exerciſe) the eaſieſt Armes become not only troubleſome burthens un- 
to the wnskilfull bearers, but too often prove dangerous and hurtfull, both to chemſelves, 
and fellowes, that rake and file with them. Neither need any be d5ſhearrened,tor no man 
F of is born a Soxldier, nor can attain to any excellency in the Art Military without practice : 
But by prattice is gained knowledge ; knowledge begets conrage and confidence ; few or 
none being fearful to execute what by frequent practice they have threughly learned. 
, And therefore it will be neceſkary tor every one, that intends any proficiency in this part 
me Þ of the Art Military ,firlt to be inſtruttedin the Poſtures and wel-hanals "& of their Arms; 
reach (2 thing much to be deſired in our Trained Bands, though ſmall hope of amendment, ſee- 
each ing that our Sox/diers are ſcarce called forth to exerciſe either Poſture or Motion once in 
rht | foure or five yeares.

To the eighth we ſay, That Halfe-pikes are equally uſefull and ſerviceable againſt the

To the ninth wee ſay , Becauſe E \; Fame is ill-farniſhed with Horſe, the benefit of the 
Halfe-pike, in defending the Charge of invading Horſe, is more neceſlary for us toembrace, 
than for others ; and therefore it ought by us generally to be practiſed. 

To the tenth we ſy, That which hath been already delivered, and continuall prattice 
will make manifeſt, Firlt, that the weight the Halfe-pike hath above the Reft is doubly re- 
compenſed by other benefits. Secondly, Experience makes it aPPare, that the weight, 
though it be more then of the Reſt, yer it is no way more troubleſome. 

Let me adde one benefit more of the Halfe-pike, although it concerne none of the Que- 
ries : The Mu/quettier, whether hee ule Reſt or halfe-pike, can doe no execution at any 

reat diſtance, if he want powder, match, or bullet, the which often are in the oneor other 
found defeQive ; then the Halfe-pike is uſctull, Secondly, grant the Mnſquettiers to be 
wel-accommodared with fix Arms, and wel-fitted with good Rue match, and bullet, 
yet ſometimes the extremity of weather, even in the joyning of the Barrel, may make the 

cry weapon of no uſe, by exceſle of haile, ſnow, rain, or the likes bur then ſhall the Half- 
pike have =_ advantage above the Refts, it then being a ſerviceable weapon, either offen- 
five or defenſive. 

Now alchongh this might ſuffice to give fatisfaftion to any rationall men, yet beſides 
this, it hath had the approbation of many of the better ſort of Sowlaiers, that have ſecn the 
uſe thereof : as Sir Thomas Glenham Colonell, a Gentleman of as ſerene a judgement, and 
as great a lover of Armes, as any I know in the whole Kingdeme ; as atlo Lievtenant Col- 


lonel Chamberlain, an approved Sowtaier in moſt of che Geymay Warres, the which have

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"DON to the Preſident, and Gentlemen of the Artillery Garden, London, the third of 
March, 1637. The Copy of which Letter I have inſerted verbatine, as foloweth = 
The wſe of the Halfe-pike and Mufqnet together. 

VV Hereas the Halfe-pike and Mw/quet being praftiſed by ſome Gentlemen 
Armes in the Artillery Garden, which are Armes both offenſive and defenſive, 
and, after conſideration of them, being deſired to give my opinion "1 their uſcfulneſk ; 


Theſe are to certifie, that having well conſidered of the uſcfulneſle of the Invention, my 
judgement is, that theſe Armes may prove very ſerviceable, and advantagious to tha de- 
fence of the K ingdome ; and therefore I hold it fit that they ſhould be prattiſed, for theſe 
Reaſons following : 

Firſt, That in regard that the greateſt danger of this Kingdome doth confift in bein 
ſarpriſed, and that there is nothing can defend a Landing-place better, then Horſe wi 
Muſquettiers behind them ; So I hold the Halfe-pike the more ſerviceable, for thay the 
Horſe ſhall carry both offence and defence by thoſe Armes, and in farre ſhorter time come 
to = Landing-place, then any Foot ; the Horſe martching further in a day, then the Foos 
in three, 

Secondly, They are better then ſingle 
ted-up behind Horſe-men. | 

Thirdly, They are good in Trenches ; for they will be able to defend themſelves-with 
their Halfe-pikes, after they have diſcharged their Mmſquers ; for want of which, the 
Dr O_ is forced to retire, to a great confuſion, and hindripg thoſe that are 

nd them. 

Fourthly, And above all things in Sk:rmi/ſzes, when no Pikes are able to defend them, 
they are able to defend themſelves ; and when they doe retire, as ordinarily they doe be- 
hind the Reeye of the Pikes, being forced by a ſtronger Ezemy, they are able to gall the 
Enemy upon the Flanks, and doe great ſervice without danger. 

Fitthly, In narrow ſtraits and paſſages, they can defexd and ores more then any Pikes 
or Muſquettiers ; for where Pikes and 71nſquettiers cannot ſerve, they will doe double 
ſervice with ſingle Bodies. 

For theſe and ſome other Reaſons, I approve of the exerciſe of them, in your ſeyerall 
meetings ; and doe think ir fit, that all ſuch Praftitioners of theſe Arnes (which I could 
wiſh were more) be zot interrupted or hinared in the uſe of them, bus may recerue -- 
incouragements, for the better proſecution and finding out the compleat uſe and perfe 07 
of them : And that the Caprarm and other ro ana Br of the Compgny,at their ſeverall 
times of exerciſing, conſt ant{y.pas in prattice the ſaid Armes ; which 1 Joube not but will 
be found very advantagious to his Majeltics ſervice.
